Add we here her Boundleſs Charity in giving and di- 
ftributing to thoſe in Want: Alas! how many indigent and 
decay'd Perſons, wbomn her Royal Bounty and Pity Relijeved, 
may bemoan themſclves? For her Charity was ſo unlimited, 
that few, if any but her ſeIf, knew irs utmoſt extent, or. could 
give it a place wide enough in the vaſt Sphere of Imagination, 
that the compaſs of any Perſons Thought could comprehend ic 
So Largely and Secretly, but Prudently withal, did ſhe ſtretch: 
out ber Hands to the Poor ; yea, the reached forth her Hands 
tothe Needy. In general, ſhewing the Celeſtial Extraction of 
her Bleſſed Soul ; when her Love and Charity was Univerſal, 
like that of her Heavenly Father, which our. Bleſſed Saviour hath 
Hat. 5-45: fer forth for our Imitation, Who makerh bis Sun to riſe on the 
ewil, and on the good ; and ſendetb Rain on the juſt, and on the unjuſt. 
Akfeer ſuch Charity, *is impoſlible for us to doubt of ' her Faith 
and Hope; but wenay teſt aſſured, that both were very great. 
 Andin ſhort, that ſhe might finiſh her Courſe with Joy, ſhe 
lefe 
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left not the great Work of Repencance to the - laſt Call; but 
with the Wiſe Virgins, had her Lamp ready erimmed with Qyl 
Hit, when the Bridegroom came, requiring her t© game a- 
way. So did ſhe watch, that when her Lord came, expet- 
ing immediate Attendance, ſhe was not found Sleeping, nar 
Trifling or waſting away her precious time, but in the Exerciſe 
of all thoſe Chriſtian Graces, which, with her humble Sub- 
miſfion and Reſignation to God's Will, through Chriſt tranfla« - 
ted her from the Corruptible Crowns here below, to an Etes-- 
.nal and Glorious Diadem above : when being Fa#bſw to ber 
Death, God gave her « Crown of Life. O to her moſt Happy 
and Glorious Second Coronation, inthe higheſt Heavens, while 
we Mortal here below lament our Lofs, which is her Gain ! 

-. Thus have I Coaſted upon the Sea-ſhore of thoſe Graces and 
Virtues, which did ſhine on Earth in God's Anointed, and the 
Nurſing-Mother of our Church. And to launch out farther 
into 'the unfathomable Ocean of them, would require more 
- time, with a ſtronger and larger Veſſel than my paor Talenc 
can equip, and fend out into ſo vaſt a Deep. An Ocean of 
them I mention, becauſe her Brook became 2 River, and her Eccluf, 2 
River became a Sea, a main Sea, encompatling that whole Globe 31, * by 
of Goodneſs, which was inherent in Her Majeſly, while ſhe 
a&ted in that great Sphere of Glory and Honour here, to ſave 
our Church, and theſe Nations, and the ſinking Parts of Ex- 
rope out of the Hands of their Potent and Common Enemy ; 
which was purely Her Majeſty's Deſign, and is che Intent of 
the Mighty NA S SAU, our Moſt Gracious King. And fo 
to prevent a Ruſhing Deſtruction at Hand, and bethe Deliver- 
ers of many Nations and People from Ruin, by the Power put 
into their Hands through God's Merciful Providence, when 
the Nobles and Patriots of this Nation made their Requeſts co 
Their Majeſties; and the Peoples Cries, and humble Prayers 
and Solicitations by their Repreſentatives, wrought upon them 
to fill the Empty Throne therefore : This did not, I hope, 
mfringe, or treſpaſs' againſt the Fifth Commandment ; when

Title here was Glorious too, MARY the Second, by the 

Grace of God QUEEN of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, 

Defender ofthe Faith, &c.

Addreſs to on. To Enumerate whoſe Virtues, as the Honourable. Houſe of 
the King, Commons ſaid, were to aggravate our Sorrow. x

But to return, as we have moſt ficly-render'd ic, The Lord 
hwveb, we may farther take this weighty Clauſe 'to have been 
direced by holy Davids Eye-againſt a ſet of Ungodly and A- 
theiſtical Men ; againſt ſuch, as was the Patron of all Fools, 
the Fool that ſaid in bus Heart, there is noGod; a Fool's ſaying in- 
deed, for who but a Fool would ever have ſaid ſo? And 
therefore they thought it impoſlible their Devices ſhould prove 


Abortive ; for ifthere had been no God, -by his Omoiſcience 


and Providence to diſcloſe their Secrec Cabals, and the Arrows 
of Death prepared by them:to let fly againſt che;Lords! Agoin- 
red, the ſtroke would have been unavoidable, and fatal; for it 
is not in Man to diſcover the Secrets of the Hearts of other 
Men : It is a peculiar Prerogative of the Great Searcher; of 
Hearts to do it, who knows the Thoughts thereof long defare 
their Conception. -;:What-a miſerable Condition then had -haly 
David been involved in,: amidit all his Enemies Plotting, and 
Deviſing his Ruin, - if there had bedn-no God 27 He muſt then 
hare fallen into their Pit. ' AF. 

Well then might he Joy in the God of his 'Salvation, and 
Conegratulate his own Safety, with theſe words, expreiling his 
Affurance of Omnipotency on his ſide againſt his Enemies, to 
their Confuſion, :7be Lord lwvetb; baffling all hereby, who in 
his Days denied the Omnipotent Being, , or lived and acted as if

- - And the words have the ſame force againſt the Atheiſts and 
Wicked Menof our Times, whodeny the Exiſtence of a Dei- 
ty, orelſe, ſurely, never have him in their Thoughts; but 
Plot on, :and imagine Vain Things, in cheir ung y Coun- 
ſels, until they fall incothe Pic, which they make for the Lord's

that would neceſlarily, like a mighty Deluge, have flowed in

Pharach and ' his Hoft in 
the Red Sea, and their own fafe ; throngh'the fame, 
from their hard Servitude, and Boridage in, Epype.' - Sith is the 
Song of Deborab and Barak, for their great Victory: over Si/cra, 
Captain or General of the Hel of Jabin' King-of Canaan; and 1- 
rael's Deliverance from his Maſter's Oppreſticn. Such'B the Ce. 
lebration of King Feheſhaphat's and his People's Praife, and Joy, 
and Triumph, for a mighty Vi&ory over, and Salvationf/om, 
anumerous Heatheniſh' Hoſt ; beſides many others, which de- 
ſerve our Obſervation. When Godly Princes:and* Rulers have 
excited themſelves and. their People to be thankfut, as our 
Moſt Gracious King has commanded us now to be ; as, His 
Royal Anceſtors, and, many other Kings and Potentates have, 
upon the like Occaſions, ſent out their Mandates and Decrees, 
requiring their People to give Glory and: Praiſe unto the Gpd of 
their Saivation. And a good Principle it is of the Church of 
England, readily to'obey, from time to time, the Defenders of 
Hec Faith, in commanding that, which. ſhe owns an Indiſpen- 
ſible Ducy.and Tribute co.the King of Kings; from which may 
not. any of her Members ſwerve at this time! Burt may every 
one with joint conſent heartily fay Amen this Day'to cheſs 
words, bleſſed be my Rock: and exalted be the God of the

Which Metaphor of a Rock is of frequent uſe in Holy Writ, 
and hath divers ſignifications : So that this thankful Expreflion, 
—bleſſed be my Rock, carries the ſence and authority of, Bleſſed 
be my ſure and immoveable Foundation : Bleſſed be my Help 
and mighty Defence : Bleſſed be my Refuge and Salvation : 
And ſo Bleſſed be my God Himſelf, who is all theſe to His 
Faithful Servants. As (to illuſtrate this by other Examples ) 
he is alſo an Horn, and Tower, or Fortreſs of Salvation unto 
them: For a Horn denotes Glory and Strength, great Power 
and Might, all which are Infinite in Him : And a Tower is the 
Emblem of Succour and Safeguard, and, as ſuch, well applied 
unto God, Prov. 18. 10. The Name of the Lord x a ſtrong Tower, 
the Righteous runneth into it, and u ſafe. 

Wherefore holy David aptly reſembles God to a Rock: For 
what in Nature is ſtronger than a Rock ? And therefore what 
could be a more proper Hieroglyphick than it, to expreſs God 
in His Attribute of Omnipotency, by which He is able to de- 
liver His Servants, when void of all Hope ; and who is not on- 
ly above Nature, but infinitely tranſcends all other Supernatu- 
ral Beings, whether they be Thrones, Principalities, Powers, 
or my —_ Order and Degree, of the whole Celeſtial Hierar- 
chy it ſell. 

And whereas it follows in the Text, ——exalted be the God of 
the Rock of my Salvation : The meaning is obvious and eaſie, 
with this Comment or Gloſs unto it, naturally drawn from the 


aforeſaid Interpretation of the Trope, by which the Lord is 


likened to a Rock ; for by it this Clauſe doth aſcribe Exaltation 
and Praiſe to the God ſtrong and able to ſave. As if the Royal 
Prophet had magnified him thus ; exalted or praiſed be the 


God of the Strength, or of the Power of my Salvation, by 


whoſe irreſiſtible Might I was preſerved from the Violence of 
my Cruel Enemies... Not that Man can add any thing to God 
inall this, whereby to make Him greater, in any reſpec, than 
He is in Himſelf ; but it is by way of an humble and thankivul 
Declaration of His Glory, His Greatneſs, His Immenſe Power, 
and Goodneſs. It is a telling out of Hi Praiſe, and Wondroms 
Aﬀs ; a ſhewing forth the Mercy and Loving kindneſs of the Lord, 


with Gratitude and Joy : When Men are not hardned againſt

King, and theſe Realms. And therefore we will in filence 
admire His Marvellous Preſervations that are paſt, and employ 
our Thoughts on his preſent Salvation. We will only think 
how Famons the Two laſt Eighry Eights are : The former by a 
Sacceſsful Deliverance of this Nation from the threatned De- 
{truftion, when her Enemies ſent againſt ic their IDvincible Ar-
